Stafford In the Criminal Court yesterday
on the charge of violating the gambling
laws of the District by making book at
the Benning race track on April 1L

The case will go to a Jury comprising
two grocerymen a grocery clerk two
dairymen a carpenter a cigar agent a
clothing merchant a street railway stock
clerk a confectioner a postoffice clerk
and another clerk Just bow much they
know about the making of books does not
appear in the court records

District Attorney Baker will present the
arguments of the uroeecutkm this

The defendants counsel had their In
nings yesterday Attorney A S Worth-
ington asked the court to instruct that the
jury dismiss the case alleging that the
district attorney practically had demanded
the creation of a new law to cover this
specific charge

No Violation of Law
He insisted that there had been no vio-

lation of the existing statute last spring
and referred to the opinion of Justice
Bradley of the District Supreme Court
given at that time He had said that
gambling within the District was

n evil for which Congress was respon-
sible that body having seen lit not to
take aay action on the various bills in-

troduced last Itebruary for the purpose
of regulating bookmaking He thought
that opinion should be taken as a

was nothing in the action of Davis con
trary to the spirit of the law

Ralph Given assistant United States
district attorney who was sent to gather
evidence at the Benntng track was the
governments star witness He told bow
on April 11 he and two assistants had
placed live or six bets consistently los-
ing most of them He explained that Mr
Davis had courteously turned over to him
five plain highlegged stools sheets
memorandum tablet a tin cashbox and
other paraphernalia used by the sport-
ing fraternity on such occasions

Admits lies Xot an Expert
Mr Given explained the manner in

which bookmakers conduct their business
how they mark sheets receive and keep
the money placed with them His testi-
mony was lucid and succinct and Mr
Worthington asked whether he was aa
expert on horseracing Mr Given Moaned
and stammered he wasnt

District Attorney Baker endeavored
establish through Mr Given the fact that
every bookmaker doing business at the
track was a permanent fixture while the
season lasted that layers odds oc-
cupied a certain place and that they con
ducted their business there where patrons
could always find them In support of
this contention Mr Given testified that
every bookmaker had his number and
occupied practically the same position
everyday

On crossexamination by Mr
tR Mr Given admitted that stools of the
same make were used In the IwtCjh room
on the grandstand and everywhere

Solomon LJchtenetetn of New York
testified that he was a member of the
Metropolitan Turf Association of New
York that this society had a clubhouse
and a full set of officers He denied

a bookmaker but styled himself a
layer of odds

The Old Gnjtnc Slightly Changed
Being closely pressed by Jlr Baker

Mr Ltehtenstein admitted that the terms
were practically synonymous and that
the difference between the old system of
receiving and placing bets and the custom
at Benning today was of little conse-
quence

Some of the samples were edit sweet
after live weeks A part of a hex of
cream entered In this exhibition was plac-
ed In cold storage in Chicago at a tem-
perature of 33 degrees F and remained
sweet and palalabt for seven weeks

There is too wide a variation in the

quality of the milk supplied in this city
These variations occur not only In the
milk supplied by different dealers but In
that from the same dealer

Many of the fatalities among babies
in large cities are directly to the
chemicals in milk Hundreds die trim
starvation every year because of the poor
quality of the product
